Ten Years of Republicanism 


Have Failed to Quench 
Hidden Fires

Berlin—W)—Ten years of republi- 


can government in Germany have 
failed to quench the hidden fires of 
monarchy.

ebration of the Reich as a republic, 
there was a stormy scene in the

ity mangled limbs anrT-JpiteoUS cries, 
homeless orphans and de'fenseless fam- 
ilies, the dead, the wounded, the maim- 
ed, the blinded and last but not least 
the piled-up hatred built by the con- 
flict only repressing itself jmtil the op- 


• portunity is ripe to flare out into still 


another war. 
• '< 


When with a seeming excuse if or- 


conflict such as existed between Bo- 


" livia and-Paraguay war can be averted 


in such a fertile field, humanity has ac- 
complished much, for the percentage 
of illiteracy in the countries named is 
high and illiterate fields have usually 
been prolific in "bringing forth battle. 
Both Bolivia and, Paraguay were 
ready and willing for conflict but the 
pressure brought to bear by other na- 
tions was ioo much for them. A war 
might settle which was the stronger 
of the two but it could never justly 
settle the boundary 'dispute existing 
between them. Each will more likely 
get something approaching its just 
desserts through arbitration. 
It is 


now about eighty years since a.presi- 


• dential campaign in the United States 


proceeded upon the slogan: "54 — 40 
or fight," referring to the boundary be- 
tween western Canada and.the United 
States. We didn't get the, 54 — 40 and 
we didn't fight but we probably got 
through the settlement in." which cool- 
er heads prevailed something near a 
just settlement. We saved our self- 
respect, tens of thousands of ' lives, 
hundreds of millions of treasure and 
averted a lasting hatred between two 
peoples. And when the thing was set- 
tled without bloodshed it was forgot- 
ten. But disputes settled with blood- 
shed are seldom forgotten. If the na- 
tions of the world can be kept for a 
hundred 3*ears or so from armed con- 
flict there will be such a complete 
elimination of the bitter feelings which 
irar engenders, and then engenders 
more war, that it would be difficult to 
prepare the soil between two peoples 
for a resort to the sword.

Miracles don't happen these days— 


not very often, anyhow. We put our 
faith in things that we can handle and 
understand and diagram, A matter- 
of-fact and skeptical age has stopped 
looking for marvels, arid for that rea- 
son it doesn't see any.

Answer—So far as I can learn, 


there is no reason to assume that 
oxalic acid Is harmful hi arthritis. 
According1 to the most authoritative 
textbooks (they have a bad habit of 
quoting- and re-quoting, and 
often 


getting the original facts badly mix- 
ed up in the process), these foods 
contain oxalic acid: Cocoa, coffee, tea 
figs, gooseberries, pepper, bread, T>O- 
tatoes. hoots and beans.

IN WASHINGTON 


- BY KJRKE L. SIMPSON 
Washington — Friday, April 14, 


1865, dawned as a great day for 
young Harry Clay Ford, manager of 
Ford's theater on Tenth 
street, 


owned by his older brother, John T. 
Ford. 


President Lincoln sent a White 


House- messenger that day for tick- 
ets to -the presidential bos for the 
night performance of "Our Amer- 
ican Cousin," with Miss Laura 
Keane 
in 
the 
stellar 
roll. 


Young Ford went in person to see 
that the box was put in proper shape 
for the distinguished patron. He was 
not content with the arrangements 
Cor the President's comfort and went 
to his own adjoining home to bring 
back a tall backed, satin upholster- 
ed rocking chair. 


It was in that chair Lincoln was 


seated when a bullet from the der- 
ringer -fired by John Wilkes Booth 
inflicted the wound that ended his 
life the-next day in the little house 
across Tenth street still preserved 
as a Lincoln, museum. 


The chair and the circumstances 


of its being placed in the box figur- 
ed largely in proceedings of the mili- 
tary commission which investigated 
every aspect of the 
assassination 


conspiracy. And presumably because 
it was among exhibits at the trials, 
the chair came into possession of 
the government. 


It now reposes in storage in the 


basement of the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution which does not exhibit relics 
of such tragic events as the murder 
of a president.

EW YORK—Laura Gardin Fra- 
ser, who has been chosen to 
design the 
medal voted 
by 


Congress for Col. Charles A. Lind- 
bergh, is also the only woman who 
has ever designed national coins in 
the whole history of the world. 


Both of these honors, however, sit 


lightly upon the shoulders of this 
dark-eyed woman sculptor. 


For Laura Gardin Fraser already 


has won the highest 
recognition. 


Among her trophies she counts such 
coveted prizes as the Saltus medal 
for Art of the Medal, given but sev- 
en times altogether by the Numis- 
matic Society, the Saltus medal for 
several different types of sculpture, 
the Agar, Helen Foster Barrett and 
other celebrated awards. 


COVETED HONORS HERS 


She has been winning prizes and 


medals, as a matter of fact, ever 
since she entered the Art Student's 
League when in her teens. That Is 
why her dark eyes with a humorous 
twinkle in them and her finely chis- 
elled mouth with its corners quirking 
upwards both re-ally' laugh at the 
strong white light of publicity that 
has been turned on her since win- 
ning this competition. 


Her attitude towards publicity, as

ESKIMO CULTURE IS 


SHOWN IN DIGGINGS 


High Degree of Civilization 


Is Revealed in Desolate 
North Region 


Washington— </P). —Frozen refu&e 
heaps and ruined huta that once 
were villages on the shores of St. 
Lawrence Island and vicinity along 
the northern Bering sea coast have 
yielded new evidence this summer 
of the surprisingly high degree of 
culture possessed by the Eskimos 
who lived in that desolate region 
300 to 800 years ago. 


Thus, after digging deeper than 


ever before into the remote past of 
Eskimo life in Alaska, the Smithson- 
ian scientists who are conducting 
the first systematic American Inves- 
tigation of the ethnology and arche- 
ology of that race find themselves 
in the somewhat paradoxical situa- 
tion of being seemingly farther than 
ever from one of their objectives, 
definite knowledge of its origin and 
spread lii North America. 


• Henry B. .Collins, Jr., assistant 
curator of the division of ethnology 
of the National Museum, who has 
conducted the investigation of old 
Eskimo village sites for the last two 
years, returned from this summer's 
work with more than 30 crates of 
skeletons, objects of art, ornaments, 
utensils and weapons. 


Mr. Collins believes that they are 


the most ancient 
objects yet un- 


earthed relating to Eskimo culture 
in Alaska and that they link the ear- 
ly St. Lawrence Islanders very defi- 
nitely with the Siberian Eskimos, 
whose descendants still, live in • that 
frigid part of Asia.

S. army officials with a 
flight at Fort Meyer, Va., that lasted one hour and 14 minutes—the first real^ flight in history. Here are 
the pictures that the newspapers printed at the time-^-above, the Wright plane in flight and, below, a 
closeup of the strange contraption with Orville Wright (in civilian clothes) in the foreground. The other 
picture, taken the following year, shows Orville Wright (right) and Wilbur Wright, the latter holding the 
flag with which a man on the' ground signaled the pilot that all was well for a landing.

Picture No. 1 gives a' perfect idea 


of appearance-of the aeroplane as it 
rests in the center of the Port Myer 
parade ground. A single wooden rail 
which runs cut for a distance of 
perhaps 30 feet, is''clearly shown. 
The aeroplane is supported on this 


track by a small single wheel in the 
center of the framework, between 
the two eled-llke runners so plainly 
seen In the pictures. When ready 
to launch the aeroplane IB .backed up 
on this track to within a few feet 
of a tripod. A pulley at the further 
end of ;track carries a rope from a 
Jiook tinder the aeroplane back to a 
weight of 1,400 pounds, which hangs 
from another pulley supported by 
the tripod, 
Half a dozen soldiers 


raise this weight to its full height, 
two more "crank-up", the motor by 
twisting the -two propellers behind; 
Mr. Wright aidley Into his little seat, 
grasps the levers, nods his head, the 
weight is released, and with Its, fall 
pulls the aeroplane forward along 
the track at express train speed.. At 
tho end of the ''rail 'the rope is au- 
tomatically released, and, with the 
initial Impetus already gained, the 
machine, aided by the whirring pro- 
pellers, gracefully flutters above the 
ground a few seconds, and, as Mr. 
Wright raises the 
planes, 
soars 


gracefully up into the air. 


"COMING DOWN IS EASIER" 
Coming down Is even easier. Mr. 


Wright circles around and picks ,out 
his spot; Inclines his .rudder planes, 
swoopa along a few feet in the air, 
and, - finding a spot to his liking, 
shuts off the motor. The aeroplane, 
its motion lessened, gracefully hesi- 
tates for an infinitesimal shade of 
tiraa, and then airily settles, its 
"skees" or sled runners slide along 
the ground for z. few feet, maybe 
the aeroplane bounces- a few inches, 
and then comes to a stop. It Is ex- 
actly the way a sparrow alights from 
the air—he softly soars down and 
striking the earth easily, overcomes 
the momentum, by a..few little short 
hops. 


This picture No. 1 gives a very 


clear view of the details 
of the 


Wright craft. The forward <'neck" 
shows the planes s«t just as Mr. 
Wright left them when he came 
down from the upper air. . The two 
horizontal planes in both the neck 
Tind the body proper are arranged to 
move easily, and it is by moving 
them them that the aeroplane is 
made to rise or descend. The per- 
pendicular plane in the "neck" is a 
sort of auxiliary rudder. All of the 
planes are slightly curved—resem- 
bling a clam shell. The rudder prop- 
er is in the rear—-two simple planes 
perpendicularly set... They respond 
to the movement of a lever.
